Washington. Sept? 30 (AP)—With 
lower prices for gasoline and fuel 
oil. as its avowed objective, the Jus­ 
tice department prepared today to 
press an anti-trust suit against the 
petroleum industry. 
The department, announcing that 
the suit would be filed today in 
federal court here, named as de­ 
fendants the American Petroleum 
institute — w h o s e dissolution is 
sought—and 22 major oil companies 
and their subsidaries. 
The department’s summary of the 
complaint, which Attorney General 
Jackson ordered the anti-trust di­ 
vision to file, listed charges ranging 
from conspiracy to maintain "non­ 
competitive prices" for crude oil to 
agreements, on “uniform and ex- 
horbitant price differentials between 
various grades of gasoline.” 
The anti-tm st action will have a 
narrower scope than first planned. 
Sections which the National De­ 
fense commission criticized as in­ 
advisable have been deleted. 
If successful in the suit, tile de­ 
partment predicted lower prices to 
consumers of oil products and high­ 
er prices for independent oil pro­ 
ducers 


Questions and

Q. What principles should be con­ 
sidered in the planning of bedrooms?
